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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 20-27 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in the reply filed on 12/28/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date 
of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 15-19 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent No. 5,334,217 to Das. 

Das discloses a device that includes a tubular delivery catheter and an 
untethered closed loop of wire (20). Figure 5D shows that the loop of wire can 
be circular. Figures 8-10 show the delivery of the device. The device is folded 
on itself for delivery and self-expands upon release from the delivery tube in a 
direction perpendicular from the feed direction. The device does not penetrate a 
body lumen and the wire can be formed from Nitinol (column 7, lines 10-15). 
The device meets the broad limitation "at least partially curved as viewed along 
a direction perpendicular to the feed direction", as Figure 3 shows that the 
looped joints (28) create points of curvature. 
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The claims contain language that is directed toward the intended use of 
the device and is not given full patentable weight, "...device is retained in given 
position within the vessel primarily by contact of said at least one loop against 
the inner wall of the vessel" in lines 16-18 of claim 1 and "retained in said given 
position..." in claim 16 do not further limit the structure of the claimed device. 
Though Das does not disclose this method of deployment, Das meets all of the 
structural requirements of the claims.
